and  improvement.  This  is  attested  to.  in  part, 
by  his  being  chosen  by  his  colleagues  to  serve 
on  the  General  Policies  Committee  and  by  his 
election  to  the  presidency  of  the  Lake  Forest 
chapter  of  the  American  Association  of  L'ni- 
versity  Professors. 

Feeling  deeply  our  great  loss,  we  can  yet  be 
grateful  for  his  artistic  creations  which  give  us 
aesthetic  pleasure  and  which  remain  as  tangible 
memorials  to  him.  Intangible,  but  no  less  real 
to  us,  is  the  lasting  impression  left  in  our  hearts 
and  minds  by  a  man  whose  character  and  ac- 
complishment will  continue  to  be  an  example 
and  inspiration  to  us  in  carrying  on  our  work  at 
Lake  Forest.
